Increase of 14,913 in 
Battle Losses in Week 
of Which 2544 Are 
Listed as Dead. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 2 (AP).— 
United States battle casualties 
have risen to 487,692, an increase 
of 14,913, including 2544 dead, over 
the number reported last week. 
The total number of killed is 
108,897. 

The War Department said today 
the latest Army casualty total is 
417,121 as of Oct. 21, an increase 
of 14,047 since last week’s report, 
which covered the period through 
Oct. 14. 

The latest Navy compilation 
placed the figure at 70,751, an in- 
crease for the same interval of 
866. 

Army casualties, compared with 
those a week ago: Killed 80,666 
and 78,522; wounded 229,212 and 
220,529; missing 53,622 and 51,009; 
prisoners 53,621 and 53,014. 

Navy casualties: Killed 28,231 
and 27,831; wounded 28,441 and 
27,857; missing 9421 and 9537;

The White House announce- 
ment said: 

“At a conference with Mr. Don- 
ald Nelson today, the President 
asked Mr. Nelson to set the ear- 
liest possible date for his return 
to China, which has been urged 
by Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

“As the President’s personal 
representative, Mr, Nelson will

“Mr. Nelson is taking with him 
as his deputy for this undertak- 
ing, Mr. Howard Coonley, War 
Production Board executive and 
chairman of the Wallworth Co., 
valve manufacturers. 
bringing with him Mr. Eugene M. 
Stallings, American technical ex- 
pert in alcohol production; and a 
mission of five steel experts head- 
ed by Mr. Herbert W. Graham, 
chief metallurgist of Jones and 
Laughlin Steel Corp.” 

Nelson’s Plans. 

This was-Nelson’s first visit to 
the White House since the Presi- 
dent’s announcements of the 
resignation of Ambassador Clar- 
ence E. Gauss and the recall of 
Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell from com- 
mand of American forces in the 
Far East because of what Roose- 
velt described as a clash of per- 
sonalities between Chiang and Stil- 
well. 

Nelson originally had gone to 
China two months ago with Maj. 
Gen. Patrick Hurley. Nelson's 
mission was concerned primarily 
with Chinese war _ production, 
which he is said to believe can be 
much improved with better organ- 
ization. 

The White House statement that 
Nelson's return had been re- 
quested by Chiang indicated that 
Nelson's plans for improving 
Chinese production had not been 
upset by the Stilwell affair,

Donnelly or Bradshaw? 


Missouri’s choice for Governor next Tuesday 
lies between the veteran State Senator, Phil M. 
Donnelly, Democratic candidate, and Jean Paul 
Bradshaw, Prosecuting Attorney of Laclede 
County, Republican candidate. Both, as a co- 
incidence, live at Lebanon. 

Mr. Donnelly has been in the State Senate 
for 20 years, and during that time he has played 
a major role in many important legislative bat- 
tles. He has served as chairman of important 
committees, has acted on occasion as President 
pro tem., and has been Acting Governor at times. 

It follows as a corollary that Mr. Donnelly 
has a masterful grasp of the affairs of Missouri, 
an intricate knowledge of how the State Gov- 
ernment works and a close understanding of 
the office to which he aspires. He would not, 
we believe, be a crusading Governor of the Stark 
type, but neither would he be an indecisive 
bumbling Governor of the Donnell type. 

There is a black mark on Mr. Donnelly’s rec- 
ord that the voters will have to consider; name- 
ly, that while he took no leading part in the in- 
famous attempt to steal the governorship, he 
did go along with the party in support othe 
legislative steps intended to keep Gov. Donnell 
out of office. This is not to be condoned. 

Against this exhibition of partisan participa- 
tion in a raw deal, Mr. Donnelly was on the 
side of the public in the great and successful 
fight of Gov. Stark to deprive Boss Pendérgast, 
then at the height of his power, of control of 
the Kansas City police. This control was one 
of the important ways in which the corrupt boss 
wielded his power. The Pendergast crowd in 
the Legislature used every trick to defeat Gov. 
Stark’s proposal, but Donnelly supported the 
Governor. 

Over the years, Mr. Donnelly has compiled 
a long record which is compounded of the good 
and the questionable, and in it there is plenty 
of the good. To cite one or two examples, he 
voted for the terminable permits bill, by which 
the local street car company tried to get a per- 
petual franchise on St. Louis streets; but he 
voted against the Buford “mystery” bill, .de- 
signed by the Union Electric slickers of the old 


»* days. 


He is an expert on legislative procedure and 
on the drafting of bills to guard them against 
constitutional flaws. His help is often asked by 
other Senators in drawing up legislation. In 
general, this able man has had a useful public 
career, and his long service in the Legislature 
fits him for the tasks of the governorship. 

His opponent, Jean Paul Bradshaw, was prac- 
tically an unknown in Missouri politics up to the 
time of this campaign. He served for eight 
years as assistant counsel in the Highway De- 
partment, but his present office as County Pros- 
ecutor is the only one to which he has been 
elected. 

Mr. Bradshaw’s rather remarkable capture of 
the nomination from the well-known Charles 
Ferguson can be attributed to the powerful ma- 
chine support given him by Barak Mattingly, 
Republican National Committeeman. Mattingly 
saddled and bridled Bradshaw, brought him 
along fast and, since Mattingly now dominates 
Republican machine politics and is becoming 
an increasingly formidable political leader, was 
able to put him across. Only this can explain 
the big vote Bradshaw got in St. Louis, though 
the city knew little or nothing about him. 

Mattingly, of course, is also supporting Mayor 
Kaufmann, but Kaufmann has made a rec- 
ord in his little more than a year in office which 
stands on its own feet. Bradshaw has made no 
comparable record in State affairs. Mayor 
Kaufmann does not owe the mayoralty to Mat- 
tingly; he owes it to a tragic accident, and he 
deserves election because he faithfully and well 
performed the duties suddenly thrust upon him. 

In considering the merits and experience of 
Mr. Donnelly and Mr. Bradshaw, and with con- 
sideration of the less happy chapters in the for- 
mer’s record, as well as his many good points, 
we should think the independent voter would 
prefer the Donnelly candidacy to the Mat- 
tingly-dominated Bradshaw candidacy.

That Gen. Chiang, in his 
feud with the Chinese Communists, has not 
only immobilized several million of their sol- 
diers and his own, but that he has hoarded 
soldier power and may have hoped to hoard 
American lend-lease supplies against the day 
when he would subdue them. 

We have been told that his one-party dic- 
tatorship, the Kuomintang, and the reaction- 
ary war lords about him, seem to have been 
perfectly willing to let American blood and 
American arms do the Pacific job almost. single- 
handed while he saves his own political su- 
premacy and his party. 

Now let us have the truth from our own 
leaders.

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That Browder Scare 


Earl Browder and his microscoptc Communist 
Political Association are supporting the Presi- 
dent for re-election, a fact which disturbs and 
even frightens some people. Republican speak- 
ers, including Gov. Dewey in his alarmist 
speech in Boston last night, are working this 
bugaboo early and late. Although the Red scare 
has been pretty well debunked, we are glad to 
comply with the request of a reader who asks 
for “the lowdown on Earl Browder.” * 

If the Communists were a numerous and 
powerful group that threatened to take over the 
country, Browder’s campaigning might be some- 
thing to worry about. Americans are well satis- 
fied with their own system and don’t want to 
change to Bolshevism, although they respect 
the right of our gallant ally, Russia, to run its 
affairs on the Marxist plan. 

However, the Communists are neither numer- 
ous nor powerful. Their voting strength has 
been declining for some years, and they got only 
46,251 ballots in 1940, less than one-tenth of 1 
They are too few in num- 
ber to get on the ballot in most states, so they 
have disbanded their party. 

It is true that the Communists wield influence 
beyond their numbers, for they are vociferous 
and they are adept at boring from within. How- 
ever, they hold no key posts in government; 
Senator Ball said the other day that in four 
years at Washington, he had not met one Com- 
munist office-holder. They have no fat cam- 
paign funds, and they have no influence in 
Democratic party affairs. Mr. Roosevelt, in fact, 
has said he doesn’t welcome their support. 

This being free America, anyone is free to 
indorse any ticket he pleases. Browder prefers 
Roosevelt, for his small group’s party line now 
is full support of the war. Major candidates 
always have strange bedfellows; Gov. Dewey has 
one also, in the shape of Gerald L. K. Smith. 
When Gov. Dewey makes the wild assertion 
that the Communists will take over the country 
if Roosevelt is elected, he invites the cry that 
the American Firsters will take it over if Dewey 
wins. That would be ridiculous, of course. 

The Republicans’ emphasis on Browder is a 
cheap attempt to frighten the people. While 
Browder is unimportant, his use as a bogy is 
dangerous. It may affront our Russian allies. 
People who take it seriously may overlook the 
main issues, which after all are something more 
than what the chairman of a tiny radical faction 
says and does. Gov, Dewey is simply trying to 
scare Americans into voting for him, and is con- 
fessing his poverty of real issues, when he makes 
this phony issue the subject of a major speech.

How to Vote for Judges 

A new form of ballgt will be handed to Mis- 
souri voters among those they receive at the 
polls next Tuesday, and it is highly important 
that everyone understand its purpose and the 
manner of voting. 

This new form is the judicial ballot. It will 
contain the names of Judges in various courts 
whose terms are expiring. However, these 
Judges are not running against each other, 
though the ballot resembles somewhat the old 
form used when judgeships were contested at 
the polls. 

Under the new non-partisan court plan, twice 
approved by the voters, these Judges are run- 
ning on their records, against no opposition. 
The citizen is asked to vote Yes or No on the 
question, “Shall Judge Blank be retained in 
office?” If Yes votes are in the majority, the 
Judge serves another term. “ If No votes prevail, 
then the Governor appoints a new Judge, from 
a list of nominees supplied by a commission, 
and the new Judge at the end of his term is 
similarly passed upon by the people. 

If many citizens mistakenly think that two 
Judges listed together are running against each 
other, and so vote Yes for one and No for the 
other, then a good Judge may be defeated, and 
the whole effort to take the courts out of party 
politics will miscarry. 

Hence, every voter should remember that 
Judge Hyde is not running against Judge Doug- 
las for the Supreme Court, and so on down the 
list, but that all Judges on the ballot are up 
for indorsement or rejection on the basis of 
their records. “

Probably there isn’t a single American 
who would knowingly vote for a third 
world war. But in actual fact, there are 
millions of Americans who are likely to 
vote for a third world war. The way to 
buy another global mass murder contest 
is very simple. 

All you and T have to do is to vote for 
am Senator and a Representative who are 
incapable of supporting sound and work- 
able peace agreements during the next 
two to four years. For unless the United 
States Congress—the one we choose in 
November—takes an intelligent and coura- 
geous role in shaping a durable peace, 
there won’t be any durable peace for 
America. Not in our lifetime, 


Without enlightened American leadership, ° 


a successful transition to a workable peace 
is impossible. If it proved impossible 
after the last war without active American 
support, it will be doubly impossible after 
this one, 


The Lesson of 1919 


The peace of 1919 did not receive its 
first fatal blow in Europe. The 1919 peace 
had its basic support column destroyed— 
inside the United States Congress. When 
our elected representatives made a sep- 
arate peace with Germany and counted 
the United States out of the League of 
Nations, America was the first to break 
the ranks of the Allied nations, 


A united Allied peace program was shat- 
tered at the outset. An armed truce— 
instead of real peace—became inevitable, 
This armed truce led straight to Hitler. 


The world is much smaller today than 
it was 25 years ago. The United States 
is much more powerful—therefore, that 
much more indispensable for the making 
and maintenance of peace. 


But the next peace—if we get one— 
won't be made chiefly by the President 
of the United States, whether his name is 
Roosevelt or Dewey. The tragedy of 
Woodrow Wilson was that he tried to do 
too much alone; he forgot about Congress. 
That was Wilson’s great mistake. But 
wasn't it also the mistake of the American 
voters? The eleé@étions of 1918 and 1920 
picked the men who rejected the peace.

Day of Fateful Decision 


A handful of different men in the Senate, 
a few score of changed faces in the House, 
would have radically changed the history 
of the last 25 years. That might have made 
it possible to avoid the present war. But 
this much is certain: That difference 
alone—in the make-up of the American 
Congress —would have given the last peace 
a far greater chance of succeeding than 
it ever had. 

Now we approach another fateful, almost. 
frightening of decision by the Ameri- 
can people 1944 national elections are 
unquestigQMably' the most crucial of any 
the Unived States has known since 1860. 
But the\main issue is in grave danger of 
being dikastrously clouded. 

Our ears ring from incessant arguments 
in favor of Franklin D. Roosevelt or of 
Thomas E, Dewey. The average voter 
may well be blinded by heated partisanship 
over the presidential candidates, The av- 
erage voter may forget all about the record 
or the qualifications of the Hon. Joseph

gress—or for the Senate, If enough Amer- 
icans think their local Joe Doakes isn’t 
really very important, we can wind up by 
buying ourselves a third world war. 


In the coming peace negotiations Ameri- 
can delegates will be the only ones (among 
the major powers) who are not assured in 
advance of the powerful, virtually solid 
support of their home governing bodies. 


For Great Britain, Prime Minister 
Churchill and his aids can count upon the 
British Parliament’s support on any im- 
portant commitments they may make. As 
for the Russians and the Chinese, due to 
their highly centralized one-party systems 
their delegates will be able to decide on 
the spot what their governments will do 
about anything. 


Limit on President’s Power 


Tn 1919-20 Senators Lodge, Borah, Hiram 
Johnson et al gave the rest of the world 
a lesson which it remembers all too viv- 
idly today: that the peace-making powers 
of an American President are strictly lim- 
ited; that the final word rests with Con- 
gress, especially with the Senate. 

Consequently neither Mr. Roosevelt nor 
Mr. Dewey, whichever may hold office, can 
speak with complete authority at or during 
the making of the coming peace. Every 
representative of every Allied government 
will be thinking of the one thing that mil- 
lions of American voters may forget about 
on Nov. 7, 


Of course, if your Congressman is inter- 
ested chiefly in getting a higher price for 
hogs—or just in getting votes—heaven 
only knows what he will do. Maybe he'll 
do precisely what amounts to being a first 
step toward a third world war. If you 
voted for him simply because he promised 
you more spending money or less taxes 
for next year, of course you won't have 
any legitimate kick if your Mr. Doakes 
does help to buy us another war. 


Danger of Sectionalism 


Do you think a sectionally-minded, 100 
per cent politician Joe Doakes—with his 
eyes concentrated only upon his own con- 
gressional digtrict—offers much hope for 
an intelligent vote for a peace that will 


~Jast? 


We can lose the peace in Congress, 

No Representatives and Senators in 
America’s history will have a greater or 
more solemn responsibility on their con- 
sciences, Look the candidates over. Look 
for men who seem capable of winning the 
peace. 

If you don't do this, you'll be casting a 
vote for a third world war, 

America can never gain a real peace 
without Congressmen capable of making 
peace. You can’t leave it all to Roosevelt

Novel of 17th Century England 
Uses Sure Best-Seller Formula 


“Forever Amber,’’ by Kathleen Winsor. (Macmillan 

Co., New York.) 

This book might well have been called 
“Wench’s Progress; or, Scarlett Visits the 
Seventeenth Century.” For Miss Winsor 
has read “Gone With the Wind” very close- 
ly indeed, has taken over Miss Mitchell's 
heroine and some of her more effective 
scenes, and has transplanted them to the 
soil of Restoration England—a soil which 
proves extremely fertile fer plants of such 
noxious growth. 

Although the heroine, Amber St. Clare, 
is given a name several shades less bright 
in the spectrum, she out-Scarletts Scarlett 
with a thoroughness that confld only be in- 
tentional. Evidently Miss Winsor supposes 
that a heroine’s popularity with the reading 
public is directly proportional to the num- 
ber of lovers she takes. If this is true, 
Macmillan will sell several billion copies of 
this novel. 

Beginning’as an unprincipled village girl, 
she schemes her way up the social, ladder, 
courtier by courtier, until she is finally the 
chief mistress of Charles Il. As shallow 
as she is ruthless, Amber never questions 
the value of her success, for she is com- 
pletely the product of her callous age. She 
is characterized no more deeply than this. 
Neither are her loyers: one is like another 
~—~-handsome, but worldly, cynical and ruth- 
less. 

* ° 

Miss Winsor has been faithful to her 
sources, Perhaps her most effectively writ- 
ten sequence concerns the plague of 1665, 
which she describes in all! its horrible phys- 
ical detail. It will remind the reader at 
least as much of Melanie Wilkes’ accouche 
ment as it does of Defoe’s “Journal of the 
Plague Year.” 

For all her defects as a novelist, Miss 
Winsor has given us a picture of Restora- 
tion England which is quite faithful to the 
calculating and heartless spirit of the 
court, a spirit which regarded virtue and 
honor as mere words, marriage as*a bad 
joke and infidelity as natural. It is dis 
turbing that Miss Winsor has made only 
one concession to the fact that not all of 
England was represented by the court; the 
well-to-do Dangerfields, a sturdy Puritan 
family, are introduced very briefly, and 
then dismissed in the interests of best-seil- 
erdom., 

“Forever Amber” may sell as well as its 
prototype, “Gone With the Wind"; but in 
variety of character, in eonstruction, and 
in the invention of incident, it is a vastly: 
inferior book.

A Frank Book on Religion 


“Let's Think About Our Religion,”’ by Frank and 
Mildred Moody Eakin. (Macmillan Co., New York.) 
The time has come, in the opinion of 

these writers, for people to re-examine their 

religion with matured understanding, with 

a view to determining whether its ancient 

values survive and whether the old em- 

phases are atill valid. Two forms of re 
ligion are studied, the “above-life” type and 
the “in-life’ type. The “above-life”’ type is 
presented as consisting in words and corona 
monies that pertain to supernaturalism, and 
the “in-life”’ type as manifesting itself in 
deeds and social attitudes. 

The declared purpose of the book is to 
siimulate and in some measure guide think- 
ing about religion as a functioning force 
in present-day American life. There is an 
especially vital discussion of the war and 
on the practical relation of religion in the 
postwar world. The approach is liberal and 
the attitude frank and bold. 

The conclusion of the authors is that re- 
ligion does not have the power it once had 
in the lives of men. They propose changes 
to regain that power, 
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The Repulsive Character of the Campaign

N connection with a piece of work which I have been preparing 
to do, I have spent much, time recently with a number of men, few 
of them with names that appear in the headlines, who have long 
had heavy responsibility in the conduct of the war. 


Perhaps this 


is the reason why most of the political campaigning seems to me 
#0 repulsive in its irrelevancies, its callous unawareness of the great 
matters of life and death that the American people are actually 


dealing with. 

I have been a working news- 
paper man during nine presiden- 
tial elections, and never, it seems 
to me, has there been such a gulf 


between politics as a struggle for 


realities of gov- 
in- 


office and the 
ernment and of the. nation’s 
terests. 

The attack on the administra- 
tion, and for the most part its de- 
fense and its counter-attack, have 
virtually by-passed, have left out 
of account, the whole tremendous 
experience through which the na- 
tion is passing. In fact, the United 
States is today rising to heights 
of power and of influence that 
have no precedent in our history. 


"Real Issues Missed. 


But who, if he heard only the 
political harangues, would realize 
what is going on, or find out what 
it is to mean, or become any 
clearer about what he may ex- 
pect, and what he must do that 
he may rise to the occasion, and 
not be found wanting? He will 
find that the war has been in- 
dorsed, that peace has been in- 
dorsed, that full employment has 
been indorsed, but that attention 
has been focused upon grudges, 
grievances and almost everything 
but what it will really take to win 
the war and make a peace and 
achieve a workable social and eco- 
nomic order when the fighting 
ends, 

No one who has been through 
as many election campaigns as I 
have been expects the month of 
October to be a season of rational, 
or even fair-minded, debate on the 
great questions of public policy. 
But it is a shock to find that the 
most enormous experience _ in 
‘American history has done noth- 
ing to assuage this conventional 
October madness. 

Yet for the benefit of the other 
peoples of the world, including our 
enemies, it may be worth while to 
note that they must interpret the 
performance, which leaves them 
aghast and agog, in the light of 
our own customs: of customs 
formed in a century when we did 
not have to care and no one else 
eared how we conducted an elec- 
tion, 


Partly Make Believe. 


They, of course, have never seen 
a nation in the midat of a dea 
perate and gigantic war conduct 
a free election which was so free 
that there was no restraint upon 
any politician who thinks it 
might be to his advantage to de- 
stroy the prestige and wreck the 
influence and impugn the good 
faith of the man who speaks for 
America in the councils of the 
world, The license with which we 
are using our liberties is, as we 
know and insist on believing, a 
kind of play-acting which is, 
though not exactly fun, yet partly 
make-believe. 

For when the votes are counted, 
our people expect the synthetic 
villains and heroes of the October 
melodrama to lose their cloaks, 
their daggers, and the vine leaves 


, 


in their hair, and to act like sober 
citizens. 

But there is also an obvious, fac- 
tual explanation for the brainless 
character of the electioneering. It 
is that virtually all the ablest 
men in the United States are 
debarred by their duties from 
talking in public or otherwise too 
busy with the war to take any 
part in the campaign. 


Nation Is Mobilized. 


We have mobilized for the war 
—in the armed forces, in public 
office, in industrial management, 
in scientific research, and in other 
fields—the bulk of the best brains 
of the nation. If we had not done 
that, we should not have risen 
from the defeat and deadly peril 
of 1940-’41 to the majestic power 
and victories of 1944. 

For what America has done 
cannot be got by ordering it from 
a department store. Our power 
has been dug out of the people’s 
labor and skill, and our victories 
earned by their valor and their 
brains. 

The men who are doing these 
great things are not being heard 
from in the campaign. Not even 
the President himself has talked 
about them, and below him from 
the great hierarchy of command- 
ers and administrators who have 
achieved what seemed impossible, 
little is heard in the _ election- 
eering. 

No wonder the electioneering is 
so irrelevant. Weare witnessing 
Hamlet without seeing Hamlet. 
The men who know from the ex- 
perience of responsibility about 
the realities of the present and 
the future are largely absent from 
the campaign because tney are 
conducting the war. The ‘men who 
are present and are taiking are 
almost entirely men who have not 
been conducting the war or pre- 
paring for its aftermath. Natur- 
ally,.they shrink from talking 
about the realities since they know 
of them only by hearsay. 


Publicity Experts in Charge. 


As a result, the subject matter 
of this campaign, more than any 
other, I think, is being chosen by 
a group of professional politi- 
cians and public relations experts, 
whose business is to get elected 
or to stay elected, not the business 
of governing a great state, 

Let them remember, however, 
that the great energies and talents 
now dedicated to the war will not 
always be withdrawn from public 
life. For the professional politi- 
cians who are now having a field 
day are going to be judged by 
men who will have passed through 
experiences that try men’s soul's 
and have been matured in achiev- 
ing great things. 

I do not believe these men will 
think that politics as we now see 
it this October is good enough for 
the United States of America in 
the crisis of the second world war

Last-Minute Rush 


“NEW YORK. 


HIS is the feverish, last-minute rush when the headquarters of 
both major parties have the look of a department store bargain 
basement in the middle of a l1-cent sale, 


A kind of frenzy overtakes even 
such normally calm, calculating 
people as man the Dewey head- 
quarters. Telephone lines are 
jammed with appeals from all over 
the country. The final personal 
appearance will turn the trick, or 
so runs the argument. 


Last-Minute Speeches. 


Gov. Dewey, on the advice of 
his campaign manager, Herbert 
Brownell Jr., has selected two 
last-minute spots. He will make a 
final effort in both Maryland and 
Pennsylvania to swing those un- 
certain states into the Republi- 
can column. And it’s especially 
significant that in Pennsylvania 
he’s going into the coal mining 
towns of Wilkes-Barre and Scran- 
ton where, supposedly, John L. 
Lewis, bitter foe of President 
Roosevelt, has prepared the way 
for Dewey. 

Dewey needs both New York 
and Pennsylvania to win, in view 
of the fact that Roosevelt will 
garner from the far West and the 
deep South approximately 170 
electoral votes, which is a long 
running start to the 266 necessary 
to win. The Republican candidate 
must also take most of the border 
states, of which Maryland is one, 
in order to overcome F, D. R.’'s 
head start. 

For whatever it means, the Re- 
publicana exude far less confi- 
dence at their headquarters than 
the Democrats. They still talk of 
the trend which is working with 
sufficient force to change over 
enough wavering states to swing 
the balance. They say that if you 
flipped a coin today it would 
stand on edge, so close is the out- 
come likely to be, 


G. O. P. Spirits Sag. 


While this may be largely pro- 
fessional caution, there is a cer- 
tain sagging of the spirit at Re- 
publican headquarters, They’re 
inclined to speak bitterly of the 
fourth-term candidate. They say 
that he’s had an expert makeup 
artist come on from Hollywood 
to work on him before he goes be- 
fore the cameras; that Hollywood 
has also supplied lighting experts 
who soften the glare and arrange 
the baby spots when the presiden- 
tial physiognomy is exposed to the 


cameras. 

By contrast, the Democrats 
radiate an easy confidence. They 
believe they could shut up shop 
for the rest of the campaign and 
still win. Of course, they won't 
shut up shop. They’re working 
around the clock to perfect the 
last-minute punches, in which the 
professionals place so much re- 
liance, 

While this may be overconfi- 
dence, the President has vetoed 
Cleveland, where he had consid- 
ered making a last-minute. ap- 
pearance, and has definitely said 
no on Detroit. He will not make 
a personal appearance at Madison 
Square Garden at Thursday 
hight’s rally, but instead will 
speak from the White House by 
radio. 


Both Claim Victory. 


In one respect, the claims of 
both headquarters are alike. 
You’re told at the Roosevelt Ho- 
tel, where the Dewey people 
have two floors, that New York 
State is safely in the G. O. P. 
column, At the Biltmore, a block 
away, the Democrats say they 
can't lose the big bag of 47 elec- 
toral votes that go with the most 
populous state in the Union, 


The Republicans are putting 
their hope in a majority of at 
least 750,000 from upstate, which 
they believe will swamp anything 
the Democratic organization can 
deliver. 
familiar with the State are 
clined to agree that such a ma- 
jority would do it, but the catch 
is, they insist, that Dewey will not 
come down to the city with any- 
thing like that big a lead. The 
industrial areas centered in Buf- 
falo and KHochester will go so 
heavily Democratic that Dewey's 
majority is not likely to be greater 
than Willkie’s half million of four 
years ago. 

Not a little may depend on the 
disaffection of Irish and Italian 
Catholics in Brooklyn and Man- 
hattan. Some churchmen in the 
city have openly urged the elec- 
tion of Dewey. 

The Republican candidate winds 
up here Saturday night with a 
traditional Garden rally. That 
will, to all intents and purposes, 
be the end of what has become

Sheriff K. A. Goodman of Morgan 
County. Highways were blocked, 
with armed cars sitting at road 
junctions. The patrol rushed three 
airplanes into the area, It warned 
residents to be on the alert and to 
guard their automobiles. 

Brady said Mrs. Goldie Smith, 
18, also a prisoner in the jail, told 
him she heard loud argument in 
the sheriff’s quarters and started 
up the stairs as a series of shots 
was fired and Miesner’s body 
tumbled halfway down the stairs. 
Goff grabbed her, she said, and 
they ran about a block from the 
jail, until she fell. She then re- 
turned to the jail as Goff escaped 
on foot. Later, he was thought to 
have commandeered a light oil 
truck which was found last night 
abandoned, nine miles northwest 
of Warsaw. 

Goff had been convicted of bur- 
glary last Saturday, Brady said, 
and was to have been taken by 
Miesner to Jefferson City this 
week to begin serving two years 
in the penitentiary. He had been 
given liberty prior to the shooting 
to clean Miesner's quarters, Brady 
said, while Mrs. Smith had free- 
dom to do the cooking. 

Miesner was shot once through 
the head and twice through the 
back, Brady said. He was a bache- 
lor and World War I veteran and 
was serving his first term. High- 
way patrol records show Goff to 
be married and the father of three 
young sons. He lived on a farm 
near Warsaw. 

The shooting of Miesner recalled 
the killing of Roy Patterson, 48, 
Barton County Sheriff, and his 
son, Sam Patterson, 18, who were 
found shot to death in their car 
near Lamar last Aug. 17.

Oscar's Secret for a 
Good Opening Night

HE fundamental esteem in which he holds 

T iis calling is responsible for much in the 
way of life of an actor, his speech, aloofness, 
attire and approach to food and drink, and 
there are observers 

of the human com- 

edy who maintain 

that it is in this 

last field of activi- 

ty that an actor's 

true professional 

philosophy may be 

most readily dis- 

cerned. The record 

is full of reverent 

and sensitive souls 

who wouldn’t con- 


sider eating a full 
OSCAR HOMOLKA meal before going 
on stage. Heaven forfend! Perhaps a glass 
of sherry and a biscuit, and after the show a 
well grilled quail and a split of Pommery, 
but can any one imagine Hamlet skirmish- 
ing with his father’s ghost on.the terraces of 
Elsinore filled with sauerbraten and dark beer? 
Bhades of Salvini! 
| Among such devotees of preciosity. Oscar 
Homolka definitely is not ranked. A glass of 
‘sherry and a biscuit would never carry him 
through his wonderful creation of Uncle Chris 
in John Van Druten’s “I Remember Mama,” 
which opened to a thunderous start a few nights 
ago at the Music Box, 
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“SHALL I TELL YOU the secret of a good 
first-night performance?” Mr. Homolka inquired 
of the reporter a day or two ago in his apart- 
ment at the Ambassador. “It is this, my friend, 
a bang-up good meal at the best restaurant in 
town with plenty of vintage claret and perhaps 
a bottle of champagne with dessert! Do you 
imagine for a minute that before going on for 
opening night as Uncle Chris I was mousing 
around with a bottle of milk and a sandwich? 
To such a notion, phoey! I will tell you what I 
did! 

“I said to my friends, because I do not know 
New York very well, where is the first restau- 
rant in the town? They say Chambord over in 
Second avenue. I say, very well, we will dine at 
the Chambord, and we do. And wonderfully well. 
I will not detail to you what we had, That 
sounds too much like an advertisement for the 
restaurant, yes? Merely I say we dined mag- 
nificently, a meal imaginatively built within the 
frame of the wine card! A lyric symposium! 
And if Uncle Chris is at all good, the Chambord 
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is partly responsible for him! 
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TO THE REPORTER'S suggestion that per- 
haps stage credits should be given, along with 
shoes by I. Miller and gowns by Valentina, to 
the restaurant supplying dinner for the leading 
players on opening night, Mr. Homolka admitted 
himeelf in complete accord. 

“T have to admit that such a script as that of 
‘I Remember Mama’ is duck soup for me,” Mr, 
Homolka says. “You can’t really say that itisa 
play with all the conventional motivations, pro- 
gression, unities and such, It’s really a gallery 
of character portraits given a sort of cohesion 
by having a common frame. That is the easiest 
and, I must admit, therefore the pleasantest sort 
of assignment for an actor specializing, for the 
moment, at least, in character parts rather than 
in just being himself on the stage. 

“Before I came to America, however, I don’t 
think I did a character part—by character I 
mean made up as some one not myself both emo- 
tionally and physically, you understand—in 15 
years, except, of coyrse, for Shakespearean roles, 
I played straight parts in repertory and in Ber- 
lin and Vienna without so much as a crepe 
whisker or a sword on my hip.” 
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MR. HOMOLKA, WHO has played such classic 
roles as Lear, Macbeth, Othello and appeared in 
Continental productions of “Troilus and Cres- 
sida,” doesn’t quite understand why only “Ham- 
let” and “Romeo and Juliet” seem accustomed 
performances on the English and American 
stages and any departure from this routine is 
regarded as an event of magnitude and a sort 
of tour de force on the part of the participating 
players. 

“The only explanation I can arrive at,” he 
says, “is that here the theater is regarded more 
as pure entertainment and people will go to 
Shakespeare only if the performance is of a play 
that pleases them. Lear and Othello aren’t par- 
ticularly appealing parts, but in Europe they 
are taken as a matter of course and as part ofa 
scheme of education.” 
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“NOW THAT IT SEEMS established that ‘T 
Remember Mama’ is in for a good, long run, I’m 
certainly glad it’s a light and sentimental part,” 
Mr. Homolka said. “I don’t think I could bear 
the prospect of an exacting and heavy role that 
might go on for months on end without relief. 
In London I once played with Laura Robeson in 
a play called ‘Close Quarters,’ which really de- 
scribed the part, too. There were only the two 
of us in the show and it was a stiff, demanding, 
tragic role. It ran for a year, and after a while 
I got so I would wake up in the morning with 
a sort of emotional hangover and my first 
thought was ‘O my God! Again, tonight!’ I 
can tell you it gets an actor down,” 
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MR. HOMOLKA, WHO WAS last seen in New 
York in “The Innocent Voyage,” cannot, in com- 
mon with many English and Continental actors, 
understand the devotion of American players 
and producers to long-run plays. 

“They certainly are no great satisfaction to 
the actors playing in them,” he says, “nine out 
of ten of whom, if they are really good troupers, 
would rather play in repertory. Why, it’s possi- 
ble, in America, for a really great actor to spend 
a life-time on the stage and play only 20 differ- 
ent parts! That's not right. As a young man 
before ever I was allowed to play in Vienna or 
Berlin, I played more roles than many distin- 
guished American actors play during the entire 
span of their professional careers!”

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Sonya Made Her Mind Up at Twelve 
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Tropics Smal] So Famed Conductor's Daughter Quit Music and Set Out to Become an Actress

HE question occasionally oc- 
T curs to the civilian population 

of our country as to whether the 
returning soldiers will bring home 
any tropical or semitropical dis- 
eases which will gain a foothold 
here, 

So far as medical wisdom and 
knowledge go on the subject, the 
danger is very remote, All of the 
unfamiliar diseases to which the 
soldier in tropical or semitropical 
regions has been exposed are in- 
sect-borne diseases and with an 
alert public health administration 
insect diseases can be controlled 
at the source by controlling the 
insect. 

Some of the insects could never 
be acclimated to our geographical 
location. For instance, filiariasis 
which is due to the entrance into 
the blood of a small worm and 
which some of the members of the 
armed forces picked up in the 
Pacfiic area is spread either by-a 
variety of mosqu which cannot 
live except in ical conditions, 
or by a gnat or fly of which the 
same is true. The soldiers will re- 


turn and will probably carry the. 


filiariasis a long time because we 
do not know any means to kill 
it off as we do malaria, but they 
will not be reservoirs of disease, be- 
cause there is noagenttotransmit 
it from one person to another, 
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TYPHUS FEVER or spotted 
fever, which may be encountered 
in many parts of Southern Europe 
and the Near East does not spread 
except in the presence of the body 
louse. A good delousing campaign 
can eradicate any epidemic which 
gets even a fair start. Since the 
Civil War we have not been a 
lousy people. _ 


It may be difficult to get the co- 
operation of the anti-vaccination 
cranks about smallpox vaccination, 
but when it comes to delousing a 
community, everybody joins in 
very heartily. The Army Sanita- 
tion Corps always gets the co- 
operation of the natives in any in- 
vasion area where it is considered 
nécessary to do some delousing. 
In certain areas of operations 
where typhus fever is quite preva- 
lent among the natives, as in 
North Africa, where semething 
like 75,000 cases were reported, in- 
cidence among troops was almost 
unknown. 

I heard last winter a most inter- 
esting account from Col. Hume of 
the United States Army Medical 
Corps of his experience in the 
Balkans after World War I, in de- 
lousing the civil population. The 
trick is to get the lice out of the 
clothing, which can only be done 
by autoclaving all the clothing in 
a sterilizer. And while the civilian 
is stemding around having his 
clothes autoclaved, being in a state 
of nature, he is deloused by being 
given a good thorough scrubbing 
bath with strong soap and getting 
all the lice and nits out of his 
hair. And presto away goes your 
typhus fever, 
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TYPHUS FEVER is not to be 
confused with typhoid fever. It 
is also called spotted fever, or jail 
fever, and was once very preva- 
lent and very fatal in this country. 

Malaria can be brought back by 
the returning soldier or sailor, but 
its spread is dependent on the 
mosquito which carries it which 
can and does live in our climate. 
Public health measures can con- 
trol the spread of malaria by kill- 
ing off the mosquito and destroy- 
ing its breeding places. 

Malaria was once very preva- 
lent all over the Mississippi, Ohio 
and Missouri River valleys as far 
north as Illinois and Ohio.

HE technique of holding up 
winning cards is difficult to 
learn, but it is indispensable to 
expert bridge. Consider today’s 
deal, which is typical in this field. 


South, dealer. 
East-West vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
South 
1 no trump 
Pass 

West led the 
South correctly held up the ace. 
West then led the heart queen, 
and this time South’s holdup was 
not so correct. West persisting 
with hearts, South's ace was now 
driven out. On a club lead to the 
queen the ace turned up in East's 
hand, which was fortunate for 
declarer, but he was stfll'-a long 
way from home. The spade suit 
refused to break, and though West 
had to let go a heart on the third 
round of spades, the failure of 
the now unavoidable diamond 
finesse sealed declarer’s doom. 
Down one! 


The contract wag lost, to all 
intents and purposes, when South 
held up his heart ace one trick 
too many. When East followed 
to the first two leads, West was 
marked with either a five-card 
or four-card suit. If it was the 
latter, whether or not West also 
had the club ace, there was not 
much to fear from the heart suit 
itself; if West had five hearts 
and the club ace, the hold-up 
would be futile, and if he had 
five hearts without the club ace, 
the second hold-up would be en- 
tirely unnecessary since East 
would not have the third heart 
with which to put West back on 
lead. 


Contrariwise, however, there 
might be (and would have been!) 
excellent use for a low heart in 
the North-South hands. After 
cleaning up clubs and spades and 
forcing a heart discard from 
West, that low heart would have 
come in very handy as a throw- 
in card, West would have had 
to lead ®@ diamond, giving South 
an autematic finesse.

West led the heart king and 
South correctly held up the ace. 
West then led the heart queen, 
and this time South's holdup was 
not so correct. West persisting 
with hearts, South's ace was now 
driven out. On a club lead to the 
queen the ace turned up in East's 
hand, which was fortunate for 
declarer, but he was still a long 
way from home. The spade suit 
refused to break, and though West 
had to let go a heart on the third 
round of spades, the failure of 
they now unavoidable diamond 
finesse sealed declarer’s doom. 
Down one! 


The contract wag lost, to all 
intents and purposes, when South 
held up his heart ace one trick 
too many. When East followed 
to the first two leads, West was 
marked with either a five-card 
or four-card suit. If it was the 
latter, whether or not West also 
had the club ace, there was not 
much to fear from the heart suit 
itself; if West had five hearts 
and the club ace, the hold-up 
would be futile, and if he had 
five hearts without the club ace, 
the second hold-up would be en- 
tirely unriecessary since East 
would not have the third heart 
with which to put West back on 
lead. 


Contrariwise, however, there 
might be (and would have been!) 
excellent use for a low heart in 
the North-South hands. After 
cleaning up clubs and spades and 
forcing a heart discard from 
West, that low heart would have 
come in very handy as a throw- 
in card. West would have had 
to lead @ diamond, giving South 
an autematic finesse.

PLANE SPRAYS DDT 
‘OVER PACIFIC ISLE 
TO KILL MOSQUITOE 


This is the first story of the use 

in the Pacific combat areas of the 
Swiss chemical DDT, which 
istopped typhus Naples last 
winter. It was written by two 
Marine Corps men, Capt. Earl Jd. 
Wilson, Chevy Chase, Md., and 
Capt. James A. Kelly, Washington, 
D. C., and distributed by the Asso- 
ciated Press, 

ON A PACIFIC 
entire island is being sprayed with 
DDT, the magic insecticide. A 
Marine Corps torpedo bomber, 
especially rigged, is systematically 
ridding the island of disease-car- 
rying insects which, in the past, 
have claimed more casualties than 
bullets in the Pacific war, 

Twenty-two hours after the first 
planes landed on a battered air- 
field, a nearly invisible mist of a 
DDT solution was settling over 
the rubble-strewn island and its 
mosquito - breeding mangrove 
swamps. 

Results have proved so success- 
ful that medical men here think 
that in future landings similarly 
equipped planes may rid beach- 
heads of insect-borne disease even 
before D-day. The spray, a mix- 
ture of DDT in oil, is said to kill 
/every insect on contact.
